He is 
finily convinced that the prompt ac- 
ceptance of the propsoed arbitration 
v i'l secure a greater measure -jf jus- 
tice than they could secure by contin- 
uing the contest. 


The convention was called to order 


at 10:22 a. m. by T. D. Nichols, presi- 
dent of District No. 1, President Mit- 
chell having decided to wait nntil the 
permanent organization had been per- 
fected.

Wilkesbarre,

dent Mitchell paid tribute to J. Pier- 
pont Morgan.

To my personal knowledge Mr. Mor- 


gan has been trying to settle the coal 
strike ever since he came back from 
Europe two months ago. If others had 
been as fair and reasonable as Mr. 
Morgan was this strike would h$ye 
been settled a long tinie ago. I know 
nothing about Mr. Morgan's financial 
interests compelling a settlement of 
the strike, but I am informed that he 
has keenly felt his responsibility to 
the public in connection with the fuel 
famine and has done his best'to bring 
about the end. 


Both Mr. Morgan and Mr. Cassatt

Wovel Scheme of an Oregon Sheriff to 


Raise Funds for the Guilty

Portland, Oregon, Oct. 21.—Murderer 


A. L. Belding, who deliberately killel 
his wife, her paramour, Frank Wood- 
ward, and her mother, Mrs. Lemuel 
"VIcCroskey, on July 11 last, will pas.3 
into history as the first criminal who 
made money on the 
scaffold, 
and 


Sheriff Storey will incidentally be re- 
membered as^oneTwho originated Jie 
system whereby a curiosity, not alto- 
gether admirable, made be made to 
contribute to a laudable charity. The 
Sheriff proposes that those persons 
who attend the hanging of the triple 
murderer shall pay $5 toward the .-up- 
port of Beld-ing's six-year-old boy. 


"The idea," says Sheriff Storey, "I 


think, is entirely original and wa? 
suggested to me by numerous requests 
for invitations to the hanging which 
I have already received. Belding's lit- 
tie boy, who "is now being cared for 
by the Boys and Girls' Aid Society, 
has already 
been 
deprived of 


mother, who was shot by Belding, and 
will be left an orphan, dependent en- 
tirely upon charity. 


"It is the custom to issue tickets to

suicide Sunday by phootin^ 
He left 


a letter to the press in wnich he gives 
as a reason for his act, despondency 
over continued ill health and separa- 
tion from his friends. 


About 5 o'clo2k p. m. the door of 


his room was broken in and his (lead 
body found stretched on the floor be- 
side the bed, a revolver clutched *n 
his right hand.' He had shot himself 
through the head. 


Younger, since his parole from th° 


state penitentiary last year, had led 
an exemplary life. His first employ- 
ment was as traveling agent for a 
tombstone dealer, and on one of the 
trips he made about the state, he was 
quite seriously hurt by a fall from a 
wagon. Old wounds he had received 
earlier in life also gave him mucn 
trouble, and although he soon ob- 
tained lighter employment, his healti 
was extremely precarious, and this 
caused him much worriment. He wes 
54 years of age. 


On a bureau in the room was found 


a long envelope, on one side of which 
was written: 


"To all that is good and true I love 


and bid farewell. 


"JIM YOUNGER/' 


On the other side of the envelope 


were these words: 


"Oh, 
lassie, goodby. 


"All relatives, just stay away f.'jm 


me. No crocodile tears wanted. 


"Reporters: Be my friends. Burn 


me up. 


"JIM YOUNGER/' 


The envelope contained a package of 


letters 
that 
had 
passed 
between 


lounger and a lady with whom he is 
said to have been much in love. Tlr-e 
lady who is prominently connected, ;E 
said to have reciprocated his affection, 
and it was reported at one time that 
they were to be married. The lady's 
lelatives raised strenuous objections 
to the wedding, and a further obsta- 
cle was the fact that it was pointel 
out that a paroled prisoner could not 
legally contract a marriage. 


The couple determined to disregard 


the objections of relatives and an ef- 
fort was made from the state boarJ 
of pardons a full 'pardon and restora- 
tion to citizenship.

James Younger, who Between th« 
years 18G6 and 1873 gained great no-' j 
toriety through their association 
Jesse and Frank James. 
The band, ; 


headed by Jesse James, was charge* % 
with innumerable robberies of banks .^ 
and railroad trains, in the execution.^ 
of which many desperate encounters^ 
took place, and a number of men 
killed. 


The members of the - band, 


served through the civil war, flgbti 
on' the side of the Confederacy 
Quantrell and his guerillas. 
scene of the most of their alleged 
helium depredations was the state oils

All of the three Younger brother*' 


had been wounded in the series ot b«t« 
ties that had marked their rctre*tf 
and to this day carry ine ballets nrefl 
at them by the plucky citizens. 


The prisoners were brought speedily 


to trial, and on November 21, 1STC, 
pleaded guilty to the charge of mar- 
der in the first degree, this plea, It 
is said, having been entered in order 
to escape conviction by a jury, whfcfc" 
would have involved the infliction ol 
the death penalty.

Be Will Fir the Red Signal More 


Quickly Than a Woman. 


"If there is any one thing that makes 


me want to get up and talk right out 
in meeting it is to hear it said of a 
man that 'he blushes like a woman,'" 
said the social philosopher to u repre- 
sentative of the Xew York Times.

of Agriculture Will Dlapluy One 
Hundred and Twenty-two Specie*, 
Including Specimen* From Japan, 
Eu*>pe and the United State*. 
For. the first tfme in the history of 


the department of agriculture there 
•will be an exhibition there the last of 
October of the choicest chrysanthe- 
mums known to lovers of the flower, 
sttys a special dispatch from Warning- 
ton to the New York Times. It is a 
novel thing for the government to go 
into the exhibition of this most enjoy- 
able flower, and to the utilitarian it 
may seem to be far out of the way to 
cultivate the lo've of the beautiful when 
so much is ,lo be done In pointing the 
way to scientific and profitable farm- 
ing. 
Yet Secretary Wilson has taken 


possibly as much interest in the rais- 
ing of chrysanthemums as in any of 
the thousand and one practical and 
scientific investigations now before the 


- department He believes that the love 


of flowers will produce contentment in 
the country home. 


The different varieties are beginning 


to bloom in the large chrysanthemum 
house near the department building, 
and when the 123 kinds under culture 
are in bloom the sight will 'be one 
worth traveling many miles to see. It 
is expected that florists from all part* 
of the country-will'come to Washing- 
ton during the we^k to study the col- 
lection. The range of colors Is from 


^ white to a shade "nearly black. * Among 


the new features will be a number of 
new seedlings from Japan, gathered by 
the agent of the department in Japa- 
nese gardens. There are several speci- 
mens from English growers and a few 
from German. tTance is represented, 
and there are a dozen, new varieties 
from Ireland.

RICH FIND OF FOSSILS. 


rhree Toed llor*e Skeleton* Un- 


earthed by xxplorluir Z*arty. 


Word was recently received by Pro- 


fessor Osborne of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History that the par- 
ty of scientific explorers which went 
west souie mouths ago to search for 
velics of extinct species of horsas hud 
found fossils of a herd of fire t>niall 
jorscs, says the New York llcrald. 
The animals belonged to the three toed 
variety, which hitherto has been known 
only from skulls and poor fragments of 
the frame. 


Professor Osbprne is overjoyed at the 


success of the present searching party. 
The word he received stated that ten 
'ore legs, ten hind legs, several skulls 
and one skeleton almost intact, all in 
an excellent state of preservation, had 
jeen found. With the fragment!?, it is 
Relieved, it will be easily possible to 
restore at least two complete skeletons. 
This remarkable find far exceeds any 
ambition the exploring party had. At 
jest the members had expected to un- 
earth but a few fragments, with the 
aid of which, by dint of much labor 
and study, it would be possible to give 
an idea of the frame of one of the 
three toed horses which once galloped 
on the plains of the west. 


Just where the find was made was 


not stated. The searchers have been 
working with the fund provided for 
:hat purpose by William C. Whitney. 
The fossils have been shipped to New 
York. 


"This find is an important addition 


:o the history and development of the 
iorse In America," said Professor Os- 
Dorne. "Special explorations for fossil 
horses began in 1901. Last season two 
complete stages were obtained, but 
they were of an earlier period than 
those just found."

ISA UNIQUE FIGURE IH COSGEESB 


Take* Off 111* Tic and Collar a* He 


\Vurnis fp to Hl» Snbjec-t In a De- 
bnte—Popnlnr With liin CollcnsocN 
and Noted' For Ilia Vitriolic "Word 
Throat*. 
"Uncle Joe" Camion, chairman of 


the committee on appropriations of the 
bouse of representatives, is just now 
the most prominently mentioned Re- 
publican to succeed David U. Hender- 
son as speaker of the house, says a. spe- 
cial dispatch from Washington to the 
New York World. In addition to his 
prominence as a legislator Mr. Cannon 
s one of the most unique characters in 
the bouse. A strong partisan, he is 
well liked by tbe Democrats as well as 
the Republicans, aud he enjoys the 
distinction of having many listeners 
whenever he makes a speech. 


Mr. Cannon's friends say that he 


looks like President Lincoln. Mr. Can- 
non does not think so. but he rather 
likes the comparison. 


It is in action on a busy legislative 


day thct Mr. Cannon is seen at his 
jest. It is no uncommon thing for him 
to start in at noon in antagonism to 
'wildcat" appropriations and continue 
making speeches until the moment of 
adjournment. Xext to being a senator 
from Illinois Mr. Cannon would rather 
prevent the Republicans and Demo- 
crats from "looting" the treasury. 


Like his olfl friend Judge W. S. Hoi- 


man of Indiana. ''Uncle Joe" Cannon 
s a "watchdog of the treasury." Wise 
members of congress when they have 
a bill carrying an appropriation always 
consult "Uncle Joe" before the bill is^ 
brought up on the floor. If he ap- 
proves, the bill is likely, to go through 
without trouble, but if he disapproves 
the bill is dead. Mr. Cannon can make 
a five minute speech aud practically 
kill auy bill carrying an appropriation. 
So earnest is he in his advocacy of re- 
trenchment that he frequently is fol- 
lowed by the Democrats. 


"Uncle Joe's" personality Is of the 


most rugged typs. He has reddish 
gray hair and wiry whiskers of the 
same color, cut off square. His upper 
lip Is broad and clean shaved. Because 
of the peculiar formation of his face 
he always appears to be sardonically 
smiling. 
Even when calling other 


members of the house all sorts of 
names the same smile apparently 
plays about his face. 


He shows a large expanse of shirt 


front, and one day when he appeared 
to- ftie house wearing a colored negli- 
SfeeNsblrt it created a sensation. Mr. 
Cannon explained to bis frieuds that it 
was an accident" that he wore the 
shirt His laundry had not arrived, 
and he sent a bellman from his hotel 
out to buy a shirt, and he returned 
with one which would have been a 
credit to the fanciest cakewalk. Be- 
cause cf n bill vrhich Mr. Cannon 
hoped to beat he had to put the shirt 
on and wear it 


Mr. Cannon chews tobacco and ci- 


gars. He seldom lights a cigar, but de- 
vours it inch by incb. He wears boots 
and is never quite so comfortable as 
when sitting with his feet en his desk 
and a half chewed cigar between his 
teeth. 


He is perhaps consulted oftener and 


has more influence than any other man 
in the house of representatives. Dur- 
ing the McKinley administration he 
was the president's chief adviser. He 
has been called in consultation by 
.President Roosevelt occasionally, but 
not so frequently as with Mr. McKin- 
ley. 


When Mr. Cannon rises to speak In 


the house, there is instantly a scatter- 
ing of those sitting near him. He 
waves his hands and arms wildly and 
once hit Mr. Boutelie of Illinois, his 
colleague, squarely in the back of the 
head with a hard left swing. Swings 
and short jabs are his specialty. His 
arms wave like the flails of a windmill. 
He is what is known in the bouse as 
an "atmosphere pounder." When he 
warms up to his-subject, he first takes 
off his necktie, then his collar. Nest 
he rolls up bis coat and shirt sleeves 
and takes a drink of something out of 
a silver mug he keeps on his desk. 


Thus enthused he starts in denounc- 


ing whoever opposes him. lie is not at 
all careful In his language and some- 
times uses illustrations which are off 
color in a parliamentary debate. He 
aptly illustrates all bis points with 
quaint stories which are understood 
by everybody. He has a flow of biting 
sarcasm which he launches at almost 
every one who dore not agree with 
him. 
He opposed the Hepburn Xioara- 


guan canal bill, and some of the most 
interesting debates in recent congress- 
es were when these two men got to- 
gether.

X RAY DOUBLED. 


California Doctor'* Method of A*d- 


iag to Its Intensity. 


Dr. O. S. Barnum of Lo3 Angeles, 


CaL. announces that he has made a 
discovery in the use of the cathode 
ray which increases its intensity 100 
per cent, says tie New York World 
He said recently: 


"I have a method of Increasing tbe 


efficiency of all X ray tubes by the use 
of multiple spark gaps. Heretofore it 
lias been customary to have only one 
adjustable spark gap on each side of 
the tube In circuit The effect of mul- 
tiple spark gaps is to make the ap- 
parent resistance of the tube equal to 
a spark of twelve or fifteen inches in- 
stead of five or seven inches, which 
has been almost the limit 
I have 


i found that this increases the penotrn- 
I bility of any tube by fully 100 per 
cent It makes fluoroscopic work pos- 
sible In regions hitherto thought be- 
yond tbe power of the X ray to pene- 
! trate."

RAILROAD FOR ALASKA. 


Features of the Route Described 


by Engineer Atwood. 


ABOUT TOUR HDKDBBD MILES LOS Q 


Line Will Be Uallf From n 


tloii Iliiy Acroim tbv Snow C'nd 
Mountain* to the Yukon Goldfivldx. 
Grent ConlflelUfl Fount! .Vi-nr Tnnu- 
nu Hirer. 
W. O. Atwood, chief engineer and to- 


pographer of the Alaska Central rail- 
way, 
arrived at Tacoma. SYush.. a. few 


days ago from Alaska with news that 
a feasible route for this rniiro:ul has 
been found from the Tnimna river to 
the summit of the Alaskan range, says 
the New York Times. Surveys for the 
entire line are now neiirly complete. 
and preparations are bc-ing made to 
begin construction in the spring. 


The projectors of the enterprise are 


F. August Ilelnze. the Montana copper 
magnate; United States Senator George 
Turner of Washington, and (ieorge \V. 
Dickinson, general manager of the Ta 
coma and Seattle Interurbau railway 
and formerly general manager of the 
Northern Pacific railway. 


It is purposed to build a line from 


Vistuska, at the bead of Resurrection 
bay, 
southern Alaska, across the Alas- 


kan range and thence down the Tana- 
na valley to the Yukon. The line will 
be about 400 miles long, providing an 
all American railroad through the cen- 
tral part of Alaska territory. 
This 


project has no connection with the pro- 
posed Valdcs-Eagle railroad, which 
New York men contemplate building 
through the Copper river valley to the 
eastward. 


Engineer Atwood also reports a big 


coal find- He says that on the Catwell 
river, about thirty miles south of the 
Tanana, there Is a coalfield fully 200 
miles square. Along the banks of the 
river the veins extend to a depth of 
1,000 
feet He reports deposits of fire- 


clay between the veins. 


Copper sulphate was also found, the 


waters of the rivers containing so much 
that fish cannot live. In carrying on 
their explorations along the Tanana 
the party came across gravel banks 
from 300 to 3,000 feet high, which were 
gold bearing. 


Engineer Atwood says that, -while 


there are many millions of dollars to be 
bad by hydraulic process, no prospector 
could work to any advantage in the 
country. Kegarding the coal deposits, 
he says the quality is equal to the best 
found in the state of Washington and 
will coke. 


One of the most interesting state- 


ments made by Engineer Atwood is 
that the country along the Tanana is 
well timbered and has fine agricultural 
possibilities. He reports that the sec- 
tion he "visited is alive with moose, 
caribou, mountain sheep, bear and oth- 
er large game. 


Owing to the mild climate on the 


American side. Mr. Atwood says, the 
Canadian side is losing many of its 
inhabitants. A great number of the 
oid timers have had their eyes on the 
Tanana country for some time and sny 
that they will go into stock raising 
there. 


During the trip government telegraph 


men were met arranging for the open- 
ing of the Mnrconi system between 
Fort Gibbon and the head of the Ta- 
nana. Mr. Atwood and his pr.rty trav- 
eled more than 200 miles up' the Ta- 
nana, later branching on* and follow- 
ing the Catwell river, which leads over 
to the headwaters of the Susitua river. 


It hns been claimed for some years 


that it would not be possible to find a 
pass through the mountains. The one 
selected is the same as recommended 
by the official topographer of Captain 
Glenn's government party . It is^be- 
tween the Catwell und Susitua rivers 
and is about 12 miles long and 7 miles 
wide. Engineer Atwood s.-.ys that for 
a greater p»rt of the distance it will 
be only necessary to lay ties and rails. 


It is announced that the mountain 


terminus of the railroad will be on the 
Tanana rirer and the coast 'terminus 
at Vistuska. at the head of Resurrec- 
tion bay. where a postoffice has just 
been established. The distance to the 
Tanana will be about 300 miles. An- 
other 100 miles will carry the road to 
the Yukon. The line follows the Taa- 
ana valley for a greater part of the 
distance. 


The warm winds from Jhc Pacific, 


blowing from Cook inlet, give the 
Tanana valley its fine climute. making 
it suitable for both stcck raising and 
agriculture. 
Engineer Atwood and 


party were iu the field from Mcy uutil 
September. 
Another party of engi- 


neers has locr.tcd the line from Vistus- 
ka to the pass across the Alaska moun- 
tain range. 


HINTS FOR FARMERS 


Tile Orulnlttie. 


An exclwune tells of « tile which re- 


cc'lvi-d the OrsUuii^e of a nine acre 
field and was found to he Ulscfom-tfUij: 
ut the rate of -iSO barrels hi twenty- 
four hours when there had not liivn 
ui.v rain for forty-right hours. This is 
lifty barrels per acre, and it would n>- 
«;uir<! but a fev/ days to reduce a wet 
and tnlry field to a condition tit foi 
cultivation. There is no question but 
that tile draining enables the laud to 
be worked rarliw by making it drier, 
and yet by keeping it more porous it 
makes It loss subject to Injury to the 
crop by drought; but not all H'-lds of 
low lanjl can be tile drained with nd- 
vantage 10 the owner. There are some 
where there is not fall enough from 
the surface to running water to allow 
draining to the required depth, and 
there are basins which are so sur- 
jounded by higher laud and possibly 
tend belonging to other people wuo 
v.-culd not allow ditching through it 
that to tile drain In the usual way 
would be almost an impossibility. But 
we have relieved such places by sink- 
ing a well or putting a large tile down 
until It reached a sandy or gravelly 
subFoil, whether it were four feet or 
twelve feet. If put in the lowest part 
of the basin, the water would flow 
there without trouble, or if the basin 
•was large It might be carried there by 
lateral drains. 


When to Sell Fnrni Prcdnee. 


TVe have frequently written that the 


best time to sell farm produce is when 
It is ready for market and a fair price 
can be obtained for it even if it is not 
of the class usually called perishable. 
The shrinkage often causes a loss that 
more than balances any increase in 
price gained by holding it until later 
in the season. But this does not mean 
that it should be sold at an unfair 
price or that undue credit should be 
given to the tales told by would be 
buyers, who wish to obtain the goods 
at a low price. We think the reports 
of a large crop of apples this year have 
been exaggerated by this class of men 
in order to keep the buying price down. 
There is probably a fair crop, larger 
than last year, but by no means a rec- 
ord breaking crop, and as the export 
demand is good and likely to remain 
so vfc would think it wise for those 
•who Imve good fruit and can pack it in 
good shape to hold it at least until the 
fall apples are out of the way. They 
seem to be more abundant than hand- 
some, sound apples that are likely to 
keep all "winter, and we shall not be 
surprised to see the prices for the lat- 
ter go as high as they did last winter. 
We may be mistaken, but are willing 
for that to go on record as our guess.— 
American Cultivator.

The government crop report for"S"ep- 


tember says: Of the states having 
4,000,000 trees and upward in apples 
eleven report an improvement in condi- 
tion during August AH but six of the 
important apple growing states report 
conditions ranging from seven to thir- 
ty-two points above their t»u year av- 
erage. In Ohio the condition agreed 
with such averages, while Indiana, 
West Virginia. Virginia, Tennessee and 
Kentucky report conditions below such 
average. 


Reports as to the production of 


peaches as compared with a full crop 
in the important peach growing states 
range from 10 per cent in Illinois to O'J 
in Oklahoma. 


In all the states in which the pro- 


duction of grapes is oC more than local 
importance Ihe condition is equal to or 
above the tea year average.

In Isrpe orchards it is impracticable 


to mulch ail the trees with bay or 
straw. 
Tli? nest best thing is to 


mulch with dust as a pj-otecticn against 
drought. For this purpose there are 
implements made that will pulverize 
tbe surface as far under the trees as is 
desirable. 
The feeding roots beiiiK 


mostly at a distance fiom the trunk of 
tbe tree it i; not necessary to cultivate 
rery close to the trunk. Weeds and 
especially grasses should be kept down 
bf-tween the rows and as far under the 
spreading bouphs us they are able to 
grow. Tor a small family orchard a 
good mulch of vegetable refuse, such 
as weeds or grass or vines that may 
have been cut iu the back yard, gar- 


j den or fence corners, will greatly ben- 
i efit the trees and the crops they bear.— 
Farm and Ranch.

The dead body of Albert Shulty, a 


well known B. & O. fireman of this 
city, was 'found suspended from an 
iron girder on the B. & O. railroad 
bridge that crosses the Licking river 
near Gant Park, at Zanesville, Sunday 
morning. The remains of Mr. Snulty 
have 
been taken 
to Granville for 


burial. 


The dead man was the fireman on 


the second section of freight train No. 
28 and his engineer, P. J. Glancy, also 
of Newark, was reported to have been 
arrested at Bellaire. Monday's Zanes- 
ville Times Recorder gives the follow- 
ing account of the death: 


The gruesome discovery was made 


by Henry Williams, a colored driver, 
employed at the Zanesville Artificial 
Ice plant 
Williams was on his way 


to work about 6:30 o'clock and as he 
crossed the bridge he noticed the body 
of a man hanging across the girder 
and spoke to him on the supposition 
that he was sick, and receiving no 
answer he went to the body and took 
hold of it, and discovered that the 
man was dead, but that his body was 
yet warm, indicating that he had not 
been dead more than an hour at the

tion for Conductor Andrews to get his 
orders, and then it is presumed to take 
on water at the second penstock, a 
few feet north of the station. 


While a train is passing through 


the yards the fireman is supposed to 
ring the bell, but no bell was heard.

over the third girder from the west

The body was removed in the patrol
